Ex-PREesIDENT CLEVELAND and Gov.

They 
did not have extraordinary luck, but 
the ex-president is eredited with an 
aside to the effect that he “hoped to 
land a good eatech to-morrow, or, at the 
farthest, the day after.” 

EXx-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND, although 
he expects to spend the summer at his 
seaside retreat in Massachusetts, will 
go to New York when the notification 
committee is ready to meet him, as he 
prefers to receive the formal notifica- 
tion of his nomination in his own state. 

Mrs. DELIA PARNELL has returned 
from Europe, arriving in New York on 
the 24th. She had been absent several 
months, having gone to Ireland to as- 
sist in the settlement of her son’s es- 
tate, the late Charles Stewart Parnell. 
Tor the present she will make New 
York city ber home. 

PRINCE BISMARCK’S reception in Vien- 
na, says a dispatch to the London 
Times, was equal to any ever accorded 
asovereign. He will return home with 
enhanced prestige, the assumption that 
he kad lost his influence with the Ger- 
man people being disproved. His in- 
spired statements, which were begin- 
ning to be regarded as the grumblings 
of an ill-humored statesman, will now 
bear a different complexion. 

Rey. Tuomas Dixon, of the Twenty- 
third-street Baptist church, New York, 
has been indicted for libel against Ex- 
cise Commissioner Joseph Koch. The 
alleged libel was contained in a sermon 
denouncing the excise commissioner. 

At Leeds, England, on the 25th, Ar- 
thur A. Zimmerman, the American 
champion bicyclist, won the mile safety 
championship race in 3 minutesand 57 4-5 
seconds. Zimmerman beat Schofield, 
heretofore the champion, by five yards, 
Schofield being second. 

OFFICIALS in the department of state 
are very reticent in regard to a reported 
proposition having been received from 
the Dominion government for a settle- 
ment of the disputed question of canal 
tolls. There is no doubt that such a 
proposition has been received, and is 
under consideration, but its nature can 
not be definitely ascertained. 

Senor Don MANUEL ANTONIO MATTA, 
ex-minister of foreign affairs of Chili, 
to whose intemperate language was 
largely due the strained relations be- 
tween that country and the United 
States growing out of the Baltimore in- 
cident, died of apoplexy recently. 

On the 26th E. L. Sheldon, European 
manager of the Jarvis-Conklin Land 
and Mortgage Co. of Kansas City, Mo., 
and husband of Mrs. French Sheldon, 
of African exploration fame, died at his 
residence at Hampton-on-Thames. His 
remains will be brought to America for 
interment in Philadelphia. He was 
known as ‘‘the financier of the west.” 

On the 26th the first series of elec- 
tions for the presidency in Mexico were 
held. Quiet prevailed throughout the 
country. There was no opposition to 
the Diaz ticket. The final decision will 
be made in July.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

A COLLISION between the west-bound 
passenger train and a freight train on 
the Frisco occurred near Brush Creek 
station, Mo., on the 23d. The trains 
met on a sharp curve and came together 
with a terrible crash. Horace Gilmore, 
fireman on the passenger train, was 
killed, and five others injured. 

A TERRIFIC windstorm struck Ocheye- 
dan, la., on the evening of the 20th, de- 
molishing several houses and barns and 
the Burlington depot. Three men were 
badly injured at Lake Park. One man 
was killed by lightning. 

Ox the 224 the Parisian jury in the 
case of the murderous anarchist Rava- 
chol returned a verdict of guilty, and 
the prisoner was promptly condemned 
to death. His alleged accomplices, Beale 
and Souhere, were acquitted. . 

A TRAIN on the Big Four railroad, :

At South Harrisburg, Pa., on the 
night of the 24th, the second section of 
train No. 9 on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road ran into the rear of the first sec- 
tion of the train, while running at great 
speed to make up lost time. Five pas- 
sengers were killed outright and fifteen 
injured persons were sent to the hos- 
pital. 

On the 25th Morton and Boyer, the 
colored murderers, were sentenced at 
Camden, N. J., to be hanged July 29. 
Boyer broke down and cried. Morton, 
was not affected in the least and went. 
to his cell smiling. 

WHILE a large number of citizens of 
Kirksville, fa., were gathered in the 
Presbyterian church, on the night of 
the 25th, discussing a Fourth of July 
celebration, the building was struck by 
lightning and several of those present 
were prostrated, though none were 
fatally injured.

New York, June 27.—Mariners here- 
about ingline to the opinion that a ter- 
rible disaster has recently occurred at 
sea somewhere near this port, in which 
more than a thousand souls have 
perished, The facts that lead to this 
opinion are as follows: 

Saturday the steamer Ocean arrived 
and reported that on last Thursday 
morning the wreck of a full-rigged 
ship was passed in lat. 40:22 north, 
long. 68:40 west. The captain of the 
Ocean made a careful examination to 
ascertain the name of the craft, but 
owing to the wreck being overturned 
and partly submerged he could only 
make out the words ‘Yarmouth, N. S.,” 
on the stern. The vessel was cut 
through forward of the mizzen rigging, 
evidently done in collision. 

From a description of the wreck, as 
given by the captain of the Ocean, 
shipping men believe that the vessel is 
the British sailing ship Fred F. Taylor, 
of Yarmouth, N. S. This vessel was 
sighted 900 miles out from Sandy 
Hook on June 123, and she should 
have reached port over a week ago. 

The steamship Vega, with a crew of 
60 men commanded by Capt. Ross,sailed 
from Lisbon on Juneé for the Azores 
and New York. She had316 passengers 
when she sailed from Lisbon, and it is 
expected that she shipped nearly twice 
that many from the ports in the 
Azores, The steamer was due here last 
Tuesday, but she has not arrived. Her 
agents are very anxious regarding the 
vessel, while scores of the friends of the 
passengers have been besieging the 
barge office to learn something of the 
whereabouts of the steamship and its 
human freight. 

In view of these facts therefore; 
those versed in maritime affairs are of 
the opinion that a collision has oceur- 
red between the Vega and the Fred B. 
Taylor and that the loss of life has 
been appalling.

FACTORY BLOWN UP. 


Out of Those in the Structure There is 
But One Survivor. 


LACHUTE, Quebec, June 23.—At 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the cart- 
ridge factory of the Broadsburg Pow- 
der works, four miles east of here, blew 
up with tremendous force, the concus- 
sion breaking windows, even in La- 
chute, and giving the impression that 
there had been an earthquake. In the 
building at the time were the foreman, 
John Curran, of Lachute, aged 27, who 
was married only two weeks ago; James 
Kearns, of Montreal, aged 17; William 
Gunn, aged 27, of Montreal, and Richard 
Burke, aged 17, of Lachute.

A Good Day’s Work. 

Jim Morrison, the noted Bibb county 
{Ala.) desperado, has at last been run 
bo earth, and that eternally. 

He and his brother, the notorious Jack. wera 
mortally woundsd by a party of offic-rs the 
other morning near Payne's saw-miil, in Hala 
county. Jim was an escaped convict. and was 
wanted in Bibb county for indictments charg- 
ing him with murder and arson. Jack was 
wanted for burglary and arson. Detectives P. 
B. Green, Cherry Collins and a guides went to 
the farm where these outlaws were known to 
work. They. thinking the men were fox-hunt- 
ers, went into the woods, where they 
were confronted by the officsrs and cov- 
ered with pistols. The outlaws were dead 
game. They drew woapons and opened fire, 
but too late. Three volleys from Winchesters 
and two of buckshot from a breech-loader set- 
tled it. The Morrisons fell, and in an hour 
there were sixty or seventy men on the scene. 
It developed that the ontlaws were about 
twenty strong, but could do nothing with the 
detectives, about fifty of their friends having 
putinan appearance. Jim diod in about six 
hours, and Jack's wounds are undoubtedly 
fatal. For two years these boys have auccess- 
fully eluded all plans for their capture. All 
during this time the state has had a price of 
$500 on Jim's head. Originally there were eight 
brothers, but only four are left, and all were 
either killed or are now in jail. 


Coughed Up a Bullet. 

A case of a man carrying a bulletin 
his body for twenty-eight years and 
then being relieved of it recently oc- 
curred at Petersburg, Va. 

At the age of 21 years W. D. Walton entered 
the confederate army, a member of Co. J, 
Twelfth Virginia regiment. He was twice 
wounded. At the battle of Spottsylvania Court 
House, on the 14th of April, 1864, he received a 
minnie ball whieh lodged near the armpit.

Mr. Walton, during a severe at- 
tack of coughing, coughed up the ball which 
he had carried for so many years, and now he 
does not look the feeble and emaciated man he 
Was several weeks ago, but on the contrary he 
says that he is fast regaining his health. 


Kentucky's World's Fair Building. 
The Kentucky commissioners of the 
World's fair have accepted a design for 
a state building at Chicago. 

The idea in the design is to typify the south- 
ern colonial style, as distinguished from tha 
New England—the most striking feature of the 
former being tho pillared porch in front. Tha 
size of ths building, exclusive of porches, 
will be about 75x feet, and in the cen- 
ter of the principal facale under tha 
covered porch will be the main entranc>.

Thera will be a dining-room in the rsa‘ 
of the building, and opsningon a wids gallery 
will be arranged three exhibition rooms, two of 
which will be 20x27 feet and the other 20% 
feet.

The building | 
is to cost $18,000.

A NEW BANKRUPICY LAW. 


The Torrey Bill, Amended. Re- 
ported to the House. 

WasHINGTON, June 27.—Mr. 
Oates of Alabama, from the Com- 
m'ttee on Judiciary, reported to the 
House to-day, recommending its pas- 
sage, a bill prepared by the commit 
tee providing for a uniform system 
of bankruptcy, The bill is reported 
as a substitute for a'l measures of a 
similar character before the commit~ 
tee, andis practically the y 
Bankruptcy bill. The amendments 
to the orignal bil! recommended by 
the committee are friendly in their 
nature and do not modity the crigi 
nal bill in any material respect. 

The report says that the people 
are entitled to enjoy all ofthe rights 
secured to them by the federal Con- 
stitution, one of which is to have en- 
acted a bankruptcy law; that right 
cannot be enjoyed except pursuant 
co an enactment by Congress; bodies 
ofall sorts and petitioners of all 
classes, from every part of the coun 
try, have been, for years, and are 
now, demanding the passage of this 
bill with an impressive unanimity. 

The bill, the report says in conclu 
sion, is a wise and conservative meéas- 
ure and meets the just demands of 
the people. It isso guarded in its 
provisions that it will not be subject 
to the abuses and corrupt practices 
which prevailed in the administra- 
tion of former bankruptcy laws.

It Has in It the Unmistakable Ring of 
Victory. 

The very first sentence in the repub- 
lican platform has in it the thrill of 
victory. The mere place of holding the 
convention, never befo 
feature, was turned tot ..¢ account. 
“The representatives of the repub- 
licans of the United States.” the plat- 
form begins, “assembled in convention 
on the shores of the Mississippi river, 
the everlasting bond of an indestruct- 
ible republic.” There is nothing far- 
fetched in this. The Mississippi is 
precisely that-—‘the everlasting bond 
of an indestructible republic.” That 
was the controlling idea with Jeffer- 
son in making the Louisiana purchase, 
and that is why so much interest cen- 
tered in the siege of Vicksburg. That 
felicitous allusion will serve to quicken 
memories and suggest thoughts of 
patriotism, and such memories and 
thoughts always promote the welfare 
of the republican party. 

The declaration in favor of protec- 
tion with its supplement, reciprocity, 
was accorded the post of honor as the 
first definite plank of the platform. 
There was no chance for anything be- 
yond a reaflirmation of the doctrine 
laid down in the resolutions of 1888 and 
incorporated in the act of 1890. There 
were no two opinions in the conven- 
tion. It must have been a proud day 
for William McKinley when he saw the 
great national convention of the repub- 
lican party over which he was _ presid- 
ing absolutely harmonious and very en- 
thusiastic in the indorsement not only 
of the principles of the platform of 
1888, which he penned and reported, 
but of the bill which he afterward 
framed and pushed to enactment. 

The next plank was carefully word- 
ed and an admirably exact statement of 
the genuine bimetallic position of the 
party, and an indorsement of the inter- 
national silver conference. This plank 
ought to be satisfactory to all intelli- 
gent people, from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, for it stoutly upholds the silver 
dollar and tenaciously clings to the 
gold dollar, making the former equal in 
purchasing power to the latter. This 
seems to strike a good many monetary 
theorists as impossible, but it is no 
mystery. Ever since 1879 even the paper 
dollar, having no intrinsie value what- 
ever, has been worth its face in gold. 
The more that plank is studied the 
more it will commend itself to the bet- 
ter judgment of the American people. 

The doctrine of a free ballot and a 
fair count is reaffirmed, coup'ed with 
a denunciation of the outrages perpe- 
trated at the south for political reasons. 
There is also a reaffirmation of the 
Monroe doctrine in its application to 
the present state of our foreign rela- 
tions, and an indorsement of the for- 
eign policy of the administration, in- 
cluding the steps taken to prevent crim- 
inals, paupers and contract laborers 
from being dumped upon our shores. 

These large questions, together with 
the final resolution indorsing the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison, 
may be set down as the landmarks of 
distinctive republicanism. The other 
planks are of such a nature that, if the 
democracy is wise, they will not en- 
counter hostility. The democratic 
party is for free trade and against a 
free ballot sustained by an honest 
count, and is committed through its 
members of congress to free silver, but 
it cannot afford to antagonize a single 
plank in the republican platform, com- 
ing under the head of miscellaneous. 
Those planks are, to put them as brief- 
ly as possible, protection against acci- 
dents in interstate commerce, mining 
and manufactures; sympathy with the 
Irish in Ireland and the still more op- 
pressed Jews in Russia; education with- 
out any union of church and state; hos- 
tility to trusts and monopolies; free 
rural postal delivery and one-cent post- 


age as soon as practicable; civil-service. 


reform; the Nicaragua canal; the ad- 
mission of the territories as soon as 
they are ready for statehood, and the 
selection from their own citizens or the 
federal offices for them; the reclama- 


tion of the arid lands and their utiliza-

tion for homesteads; the indorsement 
of the Columbian exposition, the sym- 
pathy with all wise and legitimate ef- 
forts to lessen and prevent the evils of 
intemperance and to promote morality; 
a renewed pledge to the veteran sol- 
diers of the republic of ‘ta watchful 
care and recognition of their claims 
upon a grateful people.” 

We will see how the democratic con- 
vention declares itself on these great 
questions. A republican platform is no 
mere glitter of generalities. It is only 
necessary to compare the pledges given 
every four years, beginning with 1856, 
with the actual record made to see that 
with the republicans fulfillment fol- 
lows close in the footsteps of promise. 
—Chicago dnter Ocean. 


EARNEST AND SINCERE. 


The Republican Party Is True to Its Con- 
victions. 

To deserve success is always possi- 
ble, and it is always a long step toward 
achieving success. It is the judgment 
of foes as well as of friends, and 
especially of those citizens who stand 
in a measure between pclitical parties, 
that the republican party, by its work 
during the last week at Minneapolis, 
has thoroughly deserved suecess. It 
has truthfully declared its purposes, 
with a candor rare in politica) plat- 
forms, and even those who dissent most 
strongly know that its declarations are 
in entire harmony with the sincere con- 
victions of the great body of republican 
voters, and especially of the worthiest 
and most inteliigent portion of those 
voters. 

Protection seems to some men an 
economic mistake. But these will not 
deny that multitudes of honest and 
patriotic citizens sincerely believe that 
it promotes the welfare of the whole 
country, and tends powerfully to uplift 
the condition of the laboring millions. 
Hesitation or equivocation in avowing 
that belief would have exposed the 
republican party to just censure, as 
secking success at the expense of truth. 
Neither will the inost earnest opponent 
of a national election law question the 
absolute sincerity of those who be- 
lieve that it is the first and highest 
duty of the republic to secure purity 
and freedom of elections. The fierce 
misrepresentation of that endeavor 
has made it appear unpopular in some 
quarters, so that shrewd men were 
heard advising the party v0 say nothing 
on the subject, lest it should lose some 
support that might be gained. Yet 
such reticence would not have been 
honest nor true to the people. The in- 
tensity of feeling in some silver-pro- 
ducing states seemed to render evasion 
on the money question expedient. But 
it is never expedient to be untruthful. 
The republican party rises higher in 
the estimation of thoughtful men when 
it frankly avows that its desire for bi- 
metallism will be restrained and limit- 
ed by the duty of keeping every dollar 
issued by government as good as every 
other dollar. 

Sincerity and candor in the declara 
tion of purposes have been followed by 
a high fidelity to the public welfare in 
the choice of a presidential candidate. 
lt was a choice conspicuously dictated 
by voters who seek only the welfare of 
the country. No political enemy de- 
nies that President Harrison has con- 
scientiously tried to do his duty; few 
are now found to deny that he has 
brought to its discharge a high order of 
ability. Honest, devoted and able 
service is appreciated even by those 
who dissent from the president's be- 
liefs. It was said a thousand times at 
Minneapolis that the president could 
not carry this or that state because he 
had done his duty impartially and fear- 
lessly in dealing with one question or 
another, or in the selection of ap- 
pointees. But it was right that the 
party should uphold him, right and 
brave to deelare that unswerving fidel- 
ity to the public interests should weigh 
more than success in securing the per- 
sonal favor of individuals.—N. Y. Trib-

BAD POSTURES. 





Extract Froma Lecture By Dr. J. I. Kels 
logg, of the Battle Creek Sanitarium. 
The position generally assumed in 

sitting is dangerous to health; it tends 
to induce various physical deformi- 
ties. The muscles are relaxed, the 
shoulders rounded, the chest flattened 
and hollow and the spine is bent out- 
ward like a bow. These deformities do 
not exist among the savages, who have 
no chairs to sit in, but who lie down 
when they want torest. The way to 
sit in a chair so as not to foster these 
deformities is to let the hips come well 
to the back part of the chair while the 
shoulders are supported above, which is 
very different from putting the hips on 
the front of the chair and bowing the 
back all the way to the neck. The 
most serious effects of bad sitting posi- 
tiousare upon the internal organs which 
are snugly packed in their respective 
cavities like articles in a well packed 
trunk. When the muscles are strong, 
tense and vigorous, every organ is held 
securely in its proper place; but when 
the muscles are relaxed and the body 
distorted into unnatural, unhealthful 
positions, very serious injuries and dis- 
placements are liable to take place in 
the internal viscera. 

It is physiologically wrong for a per- 
son to sit or stand in a relaxed position; 
the muscles should always be energized 
except when one lies down for rest or 
sleep. When a horse is strong and vig- 
orous he puts energy into every muscle, 
but when he is tired and exhausted his 
head hangs down, his muscles are all 
relaxed and there is no curve in his 
spine. Itis just the same with human 
beings, only, unfortunately, human be- 
ings sit and stand in this relaxed, weak 
position when not tired. School boys 
and girls often stand in a relaxed lack?- 
daisical way, first on one foot and then 
the other, and when long continued 
produces curvatures of the spine. Not 
long ago I was invited to a certain col- 
lege to examine the students with ref- 
erence to gymnastic work. Out of the 
seventy-three young ladies, between 
the ages of eighteen and twenty years, 
which I examined there were only four 
who did not have lateral spinal curva- 
ture. When the right shoulder is down 
that means spinal curvature on the left 
side, and conversely when the left 
shoulder is down. In some of these 
cases I found two curves in the spine. 
Now these curves were mostly the re- 
sult of bad attitudes in sitting, stand- 
ing or walking, but bad sitting postures 
are more demoralizing than either bad 
standing or bad walking positions. 

It is bad position while sitting at the 
sewing machine that does the mischief 
rather than the treadle movement. 
This is especially the case when the 
muscles of the waist are bound down 
with tight corsets or waist bands which 
crowd the internal organs out of place; 
then the muscular effort required pro- 
duces the worst possible results. If a 
woman sits atasewing maehine with 
her muscles energized and her dress

The New Arsenal at Columbia, Tenn, to 
Be Formally Opened July 13. 

. The new Arsenal at Columbia, Tenn., 

the only institution of its kind in the 

Middle South, will be formally opened 

with imposing ceremonies on the 13th 

of July. 

On the morning of that day the Stars 
and Stripes will be run up and unfurled 
amidst salvos of artillery. The most 
distinguished orators of the day will 
deliver addresses appropriate to the oc- 
casion, and delightful music will be 
rendered by the finest military band in 
the country. The speakers’ stand will 
be erected in the densest shade of the 
great forest trees with which the mag- 
nificent grounds are covered, and the 
multitudes in attendance will be seated 
on the green sward which swells like a 
natural amphitheatre above. 

A committee of ten prominent citizens 
have gone to Chicago, New York and 
Washington, to invite ex-President 
Cleveland and other orators of national 
fame. The ceremonies will be entirely 
non- partisan, and the speakers will be 
from all parts. and sections. On the 
night of that day a grand reception, ball 
and banquet will be given in the largest 
of the nine commanding buildings, 
which have just been completed. This 
massive structure will easily accommo- 
date 10,000 people, the hall for the 
dancing being 250 by 65 feet, without 
any sort of encumbrance. The whole 
of it will be brilliantly lighted and 
decorated.

paign in Columbia with the biggest 
guns of the two great parties.
